Stupid Rules That 


Embarrass The Queen

Affectionate messages poured 
into Buckingham Palace recently 
when the>Queen~celebrated the 
tenth year of her-reign. Among 
them were greetings from friends 
and relatives whom the Queen is 
officially forbidden to meet. 


As Defender. of the Faith, the 
Queen must uphold the Church 
of England’s ancient principle 
that marriage is indissoluble. The 
Church does not recognize di- 
vorce. 


Hence the acid fact that 24,000 
people a year join the band who 
sd banned at Buckingham Pa- 

ce, ; 


Now one of Prince Philin’s 
Christina of 
Yugoslavia, faces the risk of ex- 
clusion, following recent divorce 
proceedings, as does Captain 
Oliver Dawnay, the Queen Moth- 
er’s former secretary. And the 
Earl of Onslow, former Captain 
of the Yeomen of the Guard, fig- 


' ures in present divorce lists, . 


Divorce protocol, in fact, con- 
stanitly leads the Queen into a 
series of public, private and so- 
cial embarrassments. Add to this 
her position as Head of the Com- 
monwealth — and the situation 
tilts into sheer craziness. 

As Queen of Canada, Her Ma- 
jesty* can formally shake hands 
with a man who beats up his 
wife. But the Queen canno, in- 


vite him aboard the royal yacht 


Britannia — technically. a ro;al 
palace—if he’s been found guilty 
of adultery and divorced. 

in England, however, the 
Queen continually has to remem- 
ber that handshakes with wife- 
thrashers—or with women who 
run away from their husbands— 
are out. 

- For cruelty and desertion are 
both grounds for divorce in Eng- 
lish law. : 

When the Queen dined with 
the Shah of* Persia, the compli- 
e@ations were enough to give her 
advisers diplomatic indigestion. 
\ For the Shah's two divorces, 
though admittedly Moslem, have 
been among the world’s most 
public disentanglements. ee

The Queen traditionally heads 
the aristocracy. But a rolicall of 
at least fourteen broken marri- 
ages among the twenty-seven 
duekdoms makes her task even 
more invidious. 

Officially, it’s stressed, the 
Queen cannot meet a divorcee, 
Yet on political recommendation 
she had to appoint Lord Listowel 
her Governor-General] .in Ghana 
—although he had been the guil- 
ty party in a divorce suit. 

The Queen could comfortably 
sign his warrant of appointment, 
He had not actually married an- 
other woman while his first wife 
was still living. 

Imagine the Palace perplexity 
when he suddenly married a 
blues singer whose first marriage 
had also ended in divorce! The 
bombshell dropped just when 
plans were being made for the 
royal tour of Ghana in 1959. The 
Queen's advisers faced a position 


privately by a Governor-General 
and his wife whom she couldn't 
meet publicly, 

Luckily, the expected birth of 
Prince Andrew caused the tour 
to be postponed and saved the 
situation, 

When Ghana became indepen- 
dent in July 1960, this tricky 
problem was resolved. 

A divorce in the Armstrong- 
Jones family was one reason why 
Princess Margaret's wedding was 
supposedly a private affair, not 
a state wedding. 

The innocent can, in fact, be 


Bry encumbered. Indeed, five of 


invited to certain functions at 
Buckingham Palace. They can 
accept the Queeri’s private invi- 
tations to the Ascot house-parties 
at Windsor Castle. 

But they mustn't wander on 
the emerald strip of the Queen's 


Lawn at the racecourse, where

When a top-ranking R.A-F. of- 
ficer retired recently—after win- 


“ning three warttime decorations 


for valour—he discovered that he 
Was not qualified to go to a roval 
garden-party. A letter from the 
Air Ministry bluntly advised him 
that guilty parties in divorce 
cases were not eligible. 

The flying ace pointed out that, 
although he had indeed been a 
“guilty party,” his ex-wife had 
been dead for some years. 

‘Back came the veto. It was: 
regretted that his name “could 
not be submitted for the honour 
of an invitation.” 


Although he could be invited 
to receive three decorations from 
his Sovereign, the hero didn’t 
merit an invitation to strawber- 
ries and cream with 5,000 other 
guests. 

The rule apparently isn’t made 
to be broken—but it’s . clearly 
made to be bent. : 

When Mr. and Mrs. Douglas 
Fairbanks strolled the Queen's 
lawns, though both divorced 
from earlier partners, it was 
pointed out that they held U.S. 
diplomatic passes. 

When the, Queen went to a 
Fairbanks’ dance on one occasion, | 
criticism flared — and officials 
delicately pointed out that an 
American couple were not bound 
by Church of England tenets on 
divorce. 

Strangely enough, divorces 
have already occurred in the 
heart of the Royal Family itself. 
Until her recent death no Court 
function seemed complete with- 
out Princess Marie Louise. 

Queen Victoria’s grand-daugh- 
ter was a dignified representa- 
tive of the old régime. Yet her 
husband complained that life 
with her was intolerable and the 
marriage was dissolved. 


Queen Mary was one of the 


strictest of royal ladies. On one 
occasion, nevertheless, she stout- 
ly befriended. a young cousin, 
who fell in love with a married 
footman and had a baby by him.

There are times when the 
Duke of Windsor is invited to 
lunch at Buckingham Palace. But 
not the thrice-divorced Duchess. 
. And only too often, the hypo- 
crisy of divorce protocol clashes 
with the Queen’s own integrity. 
Thus vociferous minorities raised 
a storm around Prince Philip for 
hobnobbing at a charity function 
with Frank Sinatra and Ava 
Gardner at the height of their 
divorce crisis, 

Yet the Queen is expected to 
attend an annual film “command 
performance,” shaking hands 
with sultry film stars in low-cut 
gowns, some of whom have been 
involved in divorce actions -as 
guilty parties. . 

To get over this one, the pre- 
sentations are made in the thea- 
tre foyer—before or after the 
performance! 

The retiring Archbishop of 
Canterbury recently indicated his 
sympathy with the Queen in her 
divorce perplexity. We can surely 
do better for royalty than this 
morass of excuses.

All 
that is necessary is for those who 
set the date for daylight saving 
time to give the matter a little 
more consideration.

Besides that, 
you're so tired you're just about 
dead on your feet! 


“You can say that again — I’ve 
been going since 5.30 this morn- 
ing,” 

“IT can believe it. Well, you can 
tell your company that some of 
your customers have been com- 
plaining and that either they re- 
sume normal deliveries or I! 
change my baker.” 

I was really annoyed, Here we 
are with all kinds of men out of 
work and yet those who have a 


job are being made to work al! 
hours — and afraid to complain 
in case they should be fired. I 
am not in a position to know who 
is really at fault, labour or man- 
agement. But I am sure there is 
a nigger in the woodpile some- 
where. The result is chaos and 
very unsatisfactory to the aver- 
age housewife — to say nothing 
of the wives of deliverymen, 
anxiously waiting at home, won- 
dering if their husbands have had 
an accident on the road

We doubt very much if the re- 
sounding defeat of fluoridation 
in Utah cities can be interpreted 
aS opposition, in a degree pro.

as a decay preventitive. Many 
people, we feel, would like the 
protection this jmgredient pro- 
vides but oppose putting it in the 
water supply for various reasons. 

Somie of these reasons, cited by

Israel To Have 
An Unusual Zoo 


One of the most original zoos 
in the world is nearly complete 
in Israel. It contains, with few 
exceptions, all the animals and 
birds mentioned in the Bible. . 

Each cage and aviary bears the 
appropriate Biblical quotation in 
both English and Hebrew. 

For instance, from the Song of 


/ Solomon ii, 15, comes: “Take us 
' the foxes, the little foxes that 


spoil the vines.” 

And, beyond this plaque are 
the foxes, leaping about. 

The eagle is on show, together 
with its mention in Ezekiel xvii. 
3: “A great eagle with great 
wings, longwinged, full of feath- 
ers, which had divers colours.” 

There; too, are “Wolves raven- 


ing the prey” (Ezekie] xxii. 27),. 


and a lion whose cage .has this 
inscription from Proverbs xxx. 
30: “A lion which is the strongest 
among beasts, and turneth not 
away for any.” 

Finding a safe place in Jerusa- 
lem for this novel zoo proved a 
most difficult and hazardous task. 
It was first situated near the 
present border between the Arab 
and Jewish parts of the Holy 
City. : 

The tension, danger from 
mipers’ bullets and occasional 
raids naturally kept visitors 
down to a minimum. It was 
rather like having to cross Re- 
pent's. Park under fire to get to 
wondon Zoo! 

The Biblical Zoo is now 2 ved 
ever about twenty, peaceful acres 
of wooded land on a slope of the 
highest hill in Jerusalem, where 
there are many natural caves and 
rock formations. 

Sut the collectors have had 
several other big headaches. . . 

About 130 different creatures 
are mentioned in the Old Testa- 
ment. Some were very hard to 
\dertify, either because origin- 
ally they had two or more names, 


or because the same name was 


ased for more than one animal. 

Also, words and their meanings 
vend to change as time passes. 

Then, of course, some of the 
birds and animals referred to in 
the Bible are extinct. These have 
been replaced by their closest liv- 
ing’ relations. 

An Indian leopard has been 
wubstituted for the local variety, 
exterminated in Palestine before 
the 1939-45 war; and an African 
ostrich, for the long-dead Syrian 
bird. 

Other creatures which have 
fied out in Israel have had to be 
imported. Two Syrian - type 
brown bears, obtained from the 
London Zoo, have been breeding 
prolifically in their natural sur- 
roundings. Red deer and fallow 


deer have also come from Britain ~ | 


—the former from the Duke of 
Bedford's Woburn Abbey Estate. 
Roe deer have had to be brought 
from Belgium, and Barbary 
sheep, once common in Palestine, 
have been acquired from Hol- 
land. At the time of writing, only 
three more animals are neede«! 
for a full house. They are the 
Arabian oryx, the hippopotamu:; 
and the white-nosed antelope. 

As well as animals and bird’, 
the Jerusalem Zoo will soon cor- 
tain many of the plants, trees and 
crops mentioned in the Bible. 

It is hoped, too, to build én 
aquarium, although it is unlike l- 
ly that there will be room in it 
for Jonah’s whale! 

Another feature is the recor- 
struction of Biblical events in 
which animals played a big part, 
such as Noah's Ark.

He Goes Fishing 
‘With a Kite! 


Visitors to Hemsby, near Cais- 
ter, Norfolk, are astonished to 
find an enthusiastic angler catch- 
ing large fish by standing on the 
beath. and ‘flying a kite. 

Mr Stephen Chaney, owner of 
holiday chalets and bungalows, 
fishes for a hobby, and his un- 
usual methods, practised with a 
strong wind blowing offshore, 
sometimes bring him a catch of 
twenty codlings in a few hours. 
Prize specimens usually tip the 
scales at from ‘seven to nine 
pounds. His technique has em- 
erged after long and often dis- 
appointing experiments. But 
helped by his fisherman-brother, 
Mr. Walter Chaney, he stuck to 
his notion that, by using a kite 
to carry a baited line a fair dis- 
tance out to sea, he could fish 
from any non-rocky coastline in 
weathers unsuitable for any small 
boat to put to sea. 

So, even in stormy weather, he 
coyld catch fish beyond the wild- 
est dreams of ordinary anglers. 

He has built himself a number 
of kites, varying diagonally from 
3ft. 9in. to 5ft. He flies them 
singly, or, if the going is espe- 
cially rough, in series. 

His kite carries a baited line, 
which he releases as he decides. 
And, due to the nylon cord, con- 
trolled by his beach winch, the 
kite can be flown three-quarters 
of a mile out at sea. 

The secret of this novel tech- 
nique lies in his method of at- 
taching lead weights, hooks and 
line to his kite cord. They are 
carried about 100 yards behind 
the kite. 

His problem for a long time 
was how to drop them into the 
sea. Now, by tying them to the 
nylon cord with wool, he has no 
difficulty in bringing about the 
required “drop.” 

Shortly after the kite reaches 
its mark, the strain put by the 
fishing line on the wool fastening 
may break it. Or, if the wool is 
at all obstinate, Mr. Chaney 
merely gives his nylon cord a 
powerful jerk or two, and away 
she goes, for his baited hooks to 
plunge into the sea below. 

He winches in his kite, but 
hauls in his fishing line by hand. 
He gets exciting sport in all 
weathers. 


How Can I[?

@ life as deceptively simple as 


the direct folk names by which. 

They do 
not seem to move fast or push 
hard: when a man wants to shoot 
squirrels, he leaves what he is 
doing and hunts. He has time for 
conversation, and time for “jes’ 
settin’.” : 

Underneath this leisurely sur- 
face, however, is a many-colored 
society, a complex pattern of life 


which often becomes torn and. - 


imperfectly mended when the 
mountaineer moves. to the city, 
or when the city reaches his 
home. , 

The area commonly referred to 
as the Southern Appalachians 
consists of approximately 130,000 
aquare miles covering the moun- 
tainous parts of seven states: Ala- 
bama, Georgia, Kentucky, North 
Carolina, Tennessee, Virginia and 
West Virginia. Over 1,500,000 
people have left this region in 
the last ten years, following well- 
worn migration paths north to 
urban centers such as Chicago, 
Indianapolis, and Cleveland. 

In recent years their destina- 
tions are being extended over 
longer distances, Many of these 
migrants are not equipped to 
participate in the urban environ- 
ment. The most poorly trained 
form ghettos in the cities, or 
move, of necessity, to the slums. 

Statistics dealing with the 
mountain area itself are signifi- 
can enough below the na- 


‘ tional) norm to reflect upon the 


prosperity and well-being of the 
nation as a whole, In eastern 
Kentucky the average wage 
earner makes $650 a year, one- 
third the averagesannual income 
in the United States. This figure 
includes welfare payments and 
other state and federal subsidies. 

Eastern Kentucky has not been 
self-supporting in 30 years, and 
receives some $15,000,000 a year 
in direct relief, and a correspond- 
ing sum in .“mollygrub,” free 
commodities distributed to those 
who qualify for welfare. 

The reasons for this local de- 
pression are many, and involve 
the explosion of several myths 
which have become the spec- 
tacles through which this area is 
commonly viewed. In the past, 
natural resources of coal and tim- 
ber were the primary source of 
income here. The mountains have 
been wastefully stripped; trees 
which cover their slopes are all 
second or third growth now, un- 
suitable for lumbering on a sig- 
nificant scale. But the coal is by 
no means exhausted, and the.coal 
industry is not dead. Rather, it 
is the mining of coal by men 
which is dying.

Agriculture too offers no real 
solution to the lack of economic 
opportunity in the mountains. Al- 
though local teams of agrarian 
experts are working to develop 
maximum utilization of the soil, 
there is simply not enough culti- 
vatable land to make farming a 
major economic prop here. Eighty 
per cent of eastern Kentucky is 
too steep for habitation. In Clay 
County, Kentucky, the figure 
rises to 90 per cent, in Leslie 
County to 99% per cent. And 
much of the rare flatland is river 
and creek bed. 


Purtherwwe, die aces ‘3 not 
attractive to most industries. A- 
gainst the lure of a cheap labor 
force lie the detrimental factors 
of poor transportation and power 
facilities, and the lack of educa- 
tional and technical skills. 

Prof. Joseph Mobley, agricul- 
tural economics expert of. the 
University of Kentucky, esti- 
mates that 50,000 new jobs are 
needed to meet the present de- 
mands of unemployed and under- 
employed people in eastern Ken- 
tucky alone. In addition to this 
number over 16,000 young people, 
join the labor force here each 
year.. Extending these figures 
over the next 10 years, it is ap- 
parent that more than 150,000 
new jobs must be created in 
eastern Kentucky alone in order 
to employ the local labor pool. 

Faced with the lack of rural 


job opportunity on the one hand, 
the lack of urban skills on the 
other, the individual mountain- 


eer finds himself trapped. His 
words are black and often bitter. 

There is among many a sense 
of having been taken advantage 
of, of having been used and ex- 
ploited 

Underlying this situation are 
conditions of environment which 
provide a further set of sobering 
statistics. Only 10 per cent of 
the farm homes in Clay County, 
for example, have running water, 
less than 6 per cent have tele- 
phones, and less than 5 per cent 
have inside plumbing. 

Of the 10,000,000 illiterates in 
the United States, over 2,000,000 
live in the Southern Appalach- 
ians. More than 80 per cent of 
the young people in eastern Ken- 
tucky fai) to finish high school. 
This lack of education, together 
with poor diet and hygiene, caus- 
ed the rejection of almost half 
the men called up for military 
service from the mountain re- 
gion during World War II. 

Lacking economic opportunity 
in his homeland, and ill-prepared 
to move to the cities, the moun- 
taineer faces a bleak future. Yet 
there is a brighter side to his 
situation also, for in recent years 
the people of the Southern Ap- 
palachians themselves have initi- 
ated programs of development 
and education on a small but 
growing scale. 

These programs, and the unique 
way of life of the mountaineer, 
are the subjects of two subse- 
quent articles.

British Can’t 
Afford To Buy Lunch 


Surely the oddest thing about ~ 


the British economy is that prac- 
tically nobody can afford to buy 
himself a lunch any more. 

A house,.a car, a_ television, 
clothes, a holiday? Yes, one can 
just afford them. 

But lunch? No. 

Probably a majority of com- 
mercial firms now issue their 
clerical staffs. with luncheon 
vouchers. Which is why every 
restaurant has a little 
sticker “LV” in the window. With 
a voucher the staff can get 3s. 
6d. (50 cents) worth of lunch at 
one of the restaurants without 
paying. The-firm pays later and 
writes the cost off its taxes. 

Where there is no luncheon 
voucher there may be a canteen, 
with a subsidized meal at a give- 
away price. 

Where there is no canteen 
there may be a kitchen where 
the staff can cook itself a little 
meal. 

Where there is no kitchen the 
staff probably brings its own 
sandwiches. 


Virtually half the people lunch- - 


ing in the crowded restaurants 
where 38.6d. would not even tip 
the porter are doing so as guests 
of the other half. And most of 
the other half are either going 
to sign the bill (on behalf of the 
firm), get the cost back out of 
the petty cash account later, or 
claim an allowance against tax 
when they send their form (and 
the bill) in to the Inland Rev- 
enue. 

What is certain is that practi- 
cally nobody will be having a 
proper lunch at his or her own 
expense. 

Very few people in this coun- 
try today could afford to do so. 
No fooling. That’s a fact. 

It seems a very odd state of 
affairs. 

It’ may be that the party that 
will win the next election will 
be the party that adopts as its 
slogan the words, “Let us pay our 
own way.” 

For when people pay their own 
way each gets the lunch he wants 
and deserves, writes John Allan 
May in the: Christian Science 
Monitor. 


When others pay—or else one 


doesn’t eat—not only does - the 
luncher usually eat a meal he 
does not want but society loses 
by introducing into its system a 
new and random set of privileges. 

Now the reason why people 
cannot afford to pay for lunch 
is simply that taxation is too 
high. 

The tax on a car has been 
reduced—three cheers for that! 
—_ but it still stands at 45 per

cent. On a. basically £500 
($1,400) car the tax is more than 
£200 ($569). 

For £200 you could not eat at 
the Savoy every day. But you 
could eat across the street. 


Or look at it another way. 
Because people cannot afford to 
pay the full economic fare on the 
railways the railways are losing 
more than £150,000,000 a year. 

So this £150,000,000 is simply 
collected by the tax man instead 
of the railway clerk. 

Now that would buy lunch for 
a week for every man, woman, 
and child in the country. Which 
means that not having it causes 
£150,000,000 to be unavailable 
for lunch. : 

In other words, running rail- 
ways at a loss means going with- 
out lunch. : 

This is indeed an economi¢ 
fact-of-life that people seem un- 
aware of and yet cannot avoid. 
Nothing is free. - 4 

The state never pays for any- 
thing: the taxpayer does. 

At the present moment in this 
country “the state” is said to 
spend 40 per cent of the national 
income; .i.e., the taxpayer pays 
out 40 per cent of the nation’s 
income in taxes. 

If a nation, or a man, pays 25

Have you had your orchard 
sprayer out yet to see if it needs 
some repairs or replacements?

Will you have a 
breakdown in the middle of the 
spray season’ just because a 
pump or engine needed an over- 
haul? 

Remember to drain the water 
from the spray outfit after you 
try it out the first time and again 
every night if you are applying 
early dormant sprays on fruit 
trees. As long as we have freez- 
ing temperatures at night there 
is danger of the pump being 
cracked when the water freezes

Before you buy a bigger 
outfit take a careful look at your 
equipment for filling the spray 
tank.

Prefer ‘Brandy Dogs’ 
To Helicopters 


The mountain folk of French 
Savoy prefer dogs to helicopters 
ag a means of rescue. They claim 
that St. Bernards are more effic- 
ient in rough weather. 

These famous rescue dogs — 
traditionally equipped with a 
small barrel of brandy — are 
now making a comeback after 
having been in danger of becom- 


ing extinct. 


A Frenchman, M. Charles Cle- 
ment, and his wife, who own five 
dogs, are opening a breeding 
farm at Bourg St. Maurice, in the 
Savoy. This picturesque village 
is near Petit St. Bernard, and its 
now -abandoned monastery, one 


’ of the passes across the main 


chain of the Alps. 

The monastery was once the 
centre for these massive dogs 
which stand up to twenty-seven- 
and-a-half inches at’the shoulder. 

St. Bernards have been kept by 
monks at the Hospice of St. Ber- 
nard in the Swiss Alps since the 
latter part of the seventeenth 
century. But over the years work 
for the dogs has been reduced by 
the building of new roads and 
railway tunnels. 

Monks still keep some St. Ber- 
nards today. But there are only 
about 100 Jeft in France and less 
than fifty in Switzerland. 

There are just two breeds of 
dogs, whose task is saving life — 
St. ards and Newfoundlands, 
St. Berhards, accompanying 
monks, have saved hundreds of 
lives, particularly workmen

right in on her homework. She 
polished off two Russian gram- 
mar exercises before attending a 
remedial gym class in the neigh- 
borhood—then stole a few min- 
utes to ‘play outdoors. After that, 
the. blue-eyed sixth-grader went 
back to her desk. For French 
class, she conjugated a verb and 
answered ten questions about a 
picture; for literature, she wrote 
a synopsis of a chapter from a 
Turgenev novel. Finally, Galina 
went to work on fourteen mathe- 
matics problems like this one:

Furthermore, Mrs. Novikova says 
much ‘of the work is “perfectly 
ridiculous.” When a recent as- 
signment called for three ex- 
amples each of two kinds of pre- 
fixes used in classical Russian 
literature, the whole Novikova 
family pitched in. “We sat up all 
night at the dining-room table, 
surroundered by books—Tolstoi, 
Pushkin, Turgenev — but we 
couldn't find enough examples.

At this junctufe, it is hard to 
see how the Kennedy forecasts 
for economic activity in 1962 can 
be called anything but superop- 
timistic. .. 


A budget need not be balanced 
every year. This has by now be- 
come recognized by all but the 
most stalwart opponents. of de- 
ficit spending. 


In years of recession, when the 


economy has considerable excess 
capacity and a large number of 
unemployed, there is more justi- 
fication for it than there is in 
boom times. 


For if the government spends 
more than it collects in taxes and 
makes up the difference by bor 
rowing from the banks, the new 
money that will be created can 
help the economy recover and ne 
inflationary effects will accom-

be not only balanced but the 
federal government should be 
able to generate a surplus.

And, if. it happens to 
be benk-held debt that is retired, 
the money supply can be reduced 
enough to help in the contain- 
ment of inflationsry pressures. 

Thus a budget ‘balanced over 
time is far better for the eco- 
nomy than a budget that is in 
balance evéry year. 

Bui where the probicm comes 
is when the budgetary deficit is 
allcwed to deve!cp in resessicns, 
but in the following pericds of 
recovery there is no surplus. 

Were fiscal policy to be a 
minor matter in regulating the 
economy, the whole question of a 
_ growing national. debt caused by 
“ continual deficit financing, would 
be rather ‘unimportant. For de- 
spite the growth of the national 
debt, it mttst be remembered that 
the economy is growing even 
faster than the debt is. 

But with domestic moiietary 

policy now ‘limited in effective- 


-ness by the need to consider in- 


ternational developments.as well 
as.booms ant] recessions at home, 
the government has to rely more 
on fiscal policy as a method of 
maintaining economic. stability 
and conditions conducive to sus- 
tainable economic growth. 

This is what makes a budget- 
ary surplus in boom years so 
important. — Pasadena (Calif.)

All animals have interested 
me, and birds more than others, 
but wild geese have an almost 
mystical importance. Long ago 
I decided that my home must 
always be within sight and 
gound of the winter wild geese, 
which in itself, drastically limits 
the choice of locality.. There is 


‘only a. small number of places 


in Britain where, from one spot, 
ohe can be sure of seeing and 
hearing wild geese daily through 
the winter months. On such a 
> fs close to the estuary of the 

ver Severn, stands the house 
in which I live with my family. 

As I start to write this book on 
29th March, 1957, I am sitting 
in the window of my studio. It 
is no ordinary window, for it is 
ten feet across and eight feet 
high, and it looks out upon water 
and birds, and the green fields of 
Gloucestershire. From my arm- 
chair the window frames a pic- 
ture of endless beauty, activity 
and diversity — a picture which 
gives me a pecularily intense 
pleasure, because its composition 
is my own creation. A pool with 
islands reflects the flash of the 
setting sun in the ripples made by 
the ducks and geese that are 
swimming on it. There is a great 
crowd of birds, 300 or more, of 
many different kinds from all 
over the world. They have not 
long. been fed and the nearest 
are dibbling at the water's edge 
less than six feet away from 
where I sit. Many of the birds 
are tame ones, brought from dis- 
tant countries to live together 
here in the Vale of Berkeley — 
Ringed Teal from Brazil, .Bar- 
row’s Goldeneyes from Iceland, 
Ruddy Ducks from North Ameri- 


ca, Ne-ne Geese from Hawaii, - | 


_White-winger Wood Ducks from 
Siam... But many too are wild 
“ones from far away breeding 
grounds which have elected to 
spend their winter at the Wild- 
fowl Trust on the Severn Estu- 
ary, and to come in to feed in 
front of my window — Pintails, 
Wigeon, Shovelers, Pochards, 
Tufted Ducks, Coots. 


hére is a grey ruffle on the far 
water from the light wind, which 
is coming from just a touch 
north of west. The precise wind 
direction, the very eye of the 
wind, has always been important 
in my life for the things which 
have depended on it: the flight 
‘courses of birds, and the drift of 
their migration; the angle that a 
sailing boat will point, and the 
advantages to be gained over an 
opponent by tacking if the wind 
changes by the smallest amount; 
the wind that will enable me to 
hold altitude in a glider on the 
ridge of the Cotswolds, or the 
wind that will drift the glider as 
it gains height in a thermal up- 
current on a cross-country flight. 
The study of birds, sailing, soar- 
ing, all depend at_one point or 
another upon the eye of the wind 
and an appreciation of its precise 
bearing —~From “The Eye of the 
Wind,” by Peter Scott.

should a person retire? Can there 
be any hard and fast rule? I 
hardly think it.

The career of Mussoling ton- 
tained, among other things the 
makings of a fantastical grand 
epera in the most grandiloquent 
Italiam style, with statues andi 
mobs, lusts and warfare. a hun- 
dred ranting arias for the hero- 
villain, and the final hanging of 
his corpse, head downward, in a 
public square in Milan. The thea- 
trical elements of such an opera, 
which would be much more rele- 
vant than. most to modern times, 
are all present in “Ii Duce” by 
Christopher Hibbert, an accom- 
plished English historian (“The 
Road to Tyburn,” “Wolfe at Que- 
bec”) and twice-wounded veter- 
an of British campaigns in Italy. 
“I] Duce” is a rich biography of 
Mussolini in English. It is an 
absorbing book in many ways, 
but its greatest merit lies in the 
fact that it looks especially and 
intimately into the dictator rather 
than his works. And there Hib- 
bert discovers not the familiar 
demegogue on the balcony, but a 
grand-scale neurotic. This bully- 
ing blacksmith’s son, an early s0- 
cialist, smelled personal oOppor- 
tunities and became a prime case 
history in the pathology of the 
power drive. It led him finally, 
through falling fortunes, into a 
brooding, stoic condition in which 


he displayed a detached courage. 


while awaiting the execution 
which he was sure would be his 
lot. He was utterly careless of 
chances to flee for his life, and 
it is moteworthy that his mistress 
of many years, Clara Petacci, 
chose to remain with him and 
was the first to fall before the 
submachine gum of their Italian 
Communist executioner. 


Mussolini for years exhibited 
a weird mixture of qualities. He 
was a physical-culture and bare- 
skin zealot who had ulcers, a 
revoltingly crude womanizer who 
was a devoted husband and fath- 
er. He read socialist intellectuals 
but was a superstitious believer 
in charms and amulets. He ar- 
ranged all manner of Roman 
pomps but often dressed himself 
like a slob. He cared nothing 
about money, but he knew him- 
self well enough to exclaim: “TI 
want to make my mark on my 
era with my will, like a lion with 
its claw!” 


It would appeared that the first 
thing which broke his feverish 
spirit was his relationship with 
Adolf Hitler. At first Mussolini 
considered Hitler an unsavory 
weakling, but Il Duce was over- 
whelmed by the thunderous mili- 
tary displays of Germany. He 
tried to make recalcitrant Itali- 
ans adopt the goose step and 
practice an anti-Semitism gen- 
erally alien to them. Before and 
during the war, Hitler constantly 
acted without telling his Axis 
partner what he proposed to do 
—in Austria, Czechoslovakia, Po- 
land, and Russia. As _ Italy’s 
forces made a botch of their Afri- 
can and Greek campaigns, Mus- 
solini became in effect a passive 


if 
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tool of Hitler. Ii Duce once tome 
fessed: “1 kawen't enougin biood 
im my veins to blust when 2 see 
kin.” 

Hitler remained faithful, and 
when Mussolini was inp 
after the revolt of his: high coun~ 
eillors, the Fuhrer promoted his 
release through the daredevil ex- 
ploits of the glider officer Otta 
Skcrzeny. Hitler then propped 
Mussolini up again as head of 
the new Republican Fascist gov- 
ernment, a futile gesture against 
the defeat of Italy and Germany. 

By this time Mussolini was & 
gray, disconsolate’ figure who 
spent most of his days reading 
Dostoevski, Tolstoy, Plato, Kant, 
Nietzsche. “I have not known tha 
warmth of real friendship,” he 
said, and “Hitler and I have sur~ 
rendered ourselves to our illu- 
sions like a couple of lunatics. 
We have only one hope left; te 
create a myth.” -To newspape® 
reporters he attacked the Versail- 
les Treaty, England, America, the 
Italian King, and plutocrats and 
bourgoisie. He extolled the Ttali- 
an workers, but not himself. 
“Seven years ago,” he said to a 
reporter, “I remember you came 
to Rome, I was an interesting 
person then. Now I am defunct. 
But I am not afraid any*more, 
Death is a thank-you to God who 
has suffered so much .. . I have 
made mistakes and I shall pay 
for them, if my poor life is worth 
the payment . .., I await the end 
of the tragedy,. strangely detach- 
ed from it ail!” He repeatedly 
wanted’ to know if this: person or 
that believed'in God. ,

Tragic Finish For 
Great Bull- Fighter 


He was short, scrawny, and - 
searred. He stammered when he 
talked, and he slouched when he 
walked. But from 1914 to 1935, 
Juan Belmonte Garcia of Spain 
was the greatest bullfighter in 
the world. To millions of Spani- 
ards, he was the greatest man in 
the world.. 

“To the people who converted 
me into a living legend,” said 
Belmonte in 1936, the year after 
his second and final retirement, 
“] was what they wanted me to 
be—good or bad, courageous or 
cowardly, ugly or beautiful, lov- | 
able or detestable, anything that 
their imaginative fervor dictat- 
ed.” 


As the legend faded through 
the years, Belmonte saddened. 
At a friend’s funeral last month, 
Belmonte said: “This is an age in 
which we see old friends in the 
saddest of circumstances — at 
burials and funerals. I suppose 
one is lucky to be alive at this 
point, but of course we all must 
die.’ Last month, six days short 
ef his 70th birthday, Belmonte, 
reportedly depressed by an un- 
happy romance with a 20-year- 
eld girl, retired to his room, took 
out a revolver, and shot himself 
in the head. (His family report- 
ed at first that he died of a heart 
attack.) 


At the time of Belmonte’s 
death, some aficionados could 
still recall his debut as a matador 
de toros at Madrid in 1913. “See 
Belmonte quick or you won't see 
him at all,” master matador 
Guerrita told friends at the time. 
Guerrita thought that Belmonte, 
working closer to the bull than 
had any man before him, could 
mot escape death for long. In- 
stead, Belmonte thrived and rev- 
olutionized modern bullfighting. 
He killed 1,650 bulls, earned up 
to 70,000 pesetas (nearly $10,000) 
a corrida, and retired a million- 
aire. . 

The price of his success was 
high. Hundreds of times, Bel- 
monte was gored. Unlike his pre- 
@ecessors, who extended one leg 
and held the muleta at arm’s 
in making their last 
, Belmonte stood with feet 

mether and bodly drew the 
bull's horn within inches of his 
thighs. 

Bold, outwardly calm, Bel- 
monte was haunted by fear be- 
fore each cofrida. “Fear is my 
eonstant companion,” he once 
admitted.

How U.S. Highway 
Cops Rob Motorists 


Beguiled by the sun, an Air 
Force captain was slouched lazi- 
ly in his parked car on Highway 
19 near St, Petersburg, Fla. Sud- 
denly, a police auto screeched to 
a halt alongside him. A deputy 
sheriff from neighboring Levy 
County got out and ambled over 
to him. 


“You're under arrest,” he said 
in a tone of voice he might have 
used for passing the time of the 
day. 

“Arrest? What for?” protested 
the startled captain, who had 
driven from Utah for a vacation. 

“You passed a stop light in 
Chiefland,” the officer drawled, 
a thin smile wrinkling his lips. 
Then, before the airman could 
recover from “his bewilderment, 
he turned on the sympathy and 
said: ; 

“If you want to save the time 
and trouble of going back to 
Chiefland, you can post a $35 
bond with me, You can come 
back later and ask for a trial, if 


you want, or forfeit the bond and 


forget about it.” 


Anxious to make the most of 
hie vacation, the captain ted 
the bond and, shaken by Florida 
highway justice, drove off. Later, 
he checked his map and discov- 
ered that while he may have 
traversed Levy County, he had 
never passed through Chiefland! 


Indignant over this highway 
robbery, he filed an affidavit 
with the American Automobile 
Assn.,-which promptly looked in- 
to the matter. 


Soon after the inquiry started, 
the Sheriff fired his overzealous 
deputy, explaining: “Even the lo- 
cals were beginning to complain 
about him.” 

The AAA investigation uncov- 
ered a Pandora’s box of speed 
trap evils in Chiefland, Over a 
four-month period alone, 697 mo- 
torists were victimized. Only 17 
were local drivers. Practically all 
the “violators” were snagged by 
a trick stop light on the edge of 
town. It changed faster than a 
stripteaser. 

Chiefland’s traffic fines 
forfeitures amounted to $11,043 
a year — or approximately 20 
per cent of the town’s total rev- 
enue. The ‘police chief's salary 
was $1,200 a year, But nobody ex- 
pected him to get along on that 
sum. Neither did he. He collec- 
ted $5 for each arrest, pocketing

an extra $4,810 in “fees.” 

“It’s this fee system that’s at 
the root of the speed trap evil,” 
Richard Tupper, national AAA 
official, told the Police Gazette. 
“In every state that permits loca] 
officers to share a fee in traffic 
arrests, you have motorists vic- 
timized by speed traps.” 

“These fee-hungry pirates have 
devised an assortment of such 
traps, or improvised non-existent 
violations, to extort fines and 
bonds from unwary motorists, 
Their tricks are among the scurv- 
jest in the book: invisible white 
lines, quick changing stop lights, 
hidden or confusing speed and 
traffic signs. 


Recently, a New Yorker bound 
for Palm Beach was going 
through a small Georgia town 
when he was halted by an un- 
marked policé car on Highway 
301, writes Thomas Reynolds in 
“The Police Gazette.” 


“Buddy,” the cop remarked, 
“you were driving 40 miles an 
hour in a 15-mile school zone 
and passed through a red Tight.” 

The driver protested. “I was 
only going 25 miles an hour and 
the light was green. Further- 
more, it’s only 7.30 and children 
don’t go to school this early.” 


The cop smiled and said: “All 
cops down here are crooks and 
I want to make it easy for you.” 


It was a broad hint for a pay- 
off but the motorist refused te 
kick in. 

“Okay, wise guy,” the officer 
snapped, “I’m taking you in.” 

At the deserted station house, 
the cop got behind the desk to 
officiate as the “judge.” 

The motorist -was shocked by 
this mockery of justice — a 
common practice in some Georgia 
towns. 

He started to protest but was 
promptly cut short. “Shut up!” 
the. cop retorted. “Don’t talk to 
me like that. I've been a cop a 
long time and nobody tells me 
what to do. I’m the law!” 

He kept his victim on the hook 
until 10 a.m., then fined him $19. 
Hurrying out of the station 
house, he jumped into his shiny 
ear to stalk his next sucker. 

The New Yorker climbed into 
his dusty coupe and crawled off 
at 10 mph. He wasn’t taking any 
chances. There was blood in his 
eyes but he couldn’t do anything 
about the racket. 

One man did, though — and 
it’s an ironic story, Several years 
ago, he was arrested and fined 
in one of these vest-pocket towns. 

He became so outraged over 
the phony charge that he had the 
town literally wiped off the map. 
How? He simply introduced a 
bill in the Florida legislature — 
of which he was a member — 
eliminating the town! 

Protests are not limited to out- 
of-state motorists. Local business- 
men themselves, especially motel 
owners worried over a drop in 
customers, have attempted to 
protect their interests by erecting 
highway billboards warning 
drivers to be on guard. 

One Georgia businessman be- 
came so incensed at fee-gouging 
cops that he took a door off his 
house, tied it to his car and hung 
a sign on it saying: “Don’t Pass 
Me — Speed Trap Ahead.” He 
and his friends took turns patrol- 
ling the area. 

Ludowici, Ga., with a popula- 
tion of slightly over 1,000, is per- 
haps the nation’s most notorious 
speed trap- Straddling popular 
U.S. Route 301, Ludowici has 
been on and off the AAA’s list 
several times in the past decade. 
In one four-month period, the 
town raked in $45,000 in fines 

Ludowici has a fast-changing 
light where 301 makes a sharp 
left-hand turn for northbound 
motorists. The “go” time was 50 
short that traffic back up for 
blocks. Many an impatient driver 
was nabbed as he tried to squeeze 
past the line. 

The situation got so smelly 
that pressure was brought to 
bear. And the town, aided by the, 
U.S. 301 Assn., finally installed 
a new light. 

But this didn't faze the local 
constabulary. These zealous law 
enforcers promptly thought of 
another way to keep their pock- 
ets stuffed with “foreign” money, 

They simply bought themselves 
a speed timer and lay in wait on 
the four-lane street at the south 
end of town. Houses are scarce 
there and motorists, thinking 
they had hit open country, 
stepped on the gas. 

The cops had a field day until 
howls of protest reached the 
State Capital: The Georgia legis- 
lature banned the use of speed 
timers in local communities. By 
that. time, traffic had dropped 
as much as 40 per cent. 

Governor Vandiver urged the 
AAA to take the town of its “pass 
it by” list. The AAA refused, 
pointing out that Ludowici had 
been a trouble spot long before 
the timers were put into use. 

Timers or not, “business” was 
as good as ever for the Chief of 
Police. He reported blandly that 
he was arresting as many traffic 
“violators” as before. It was just 
@ question of diligently attending 
to duty. If the suckers didn’t 
walk into your trap, why, by 
golly, you had to hustle out after 
‘ern!

Perhaps it was the late Aly

many affairs and divorces, which 
has made Karim determined to 
be right first time. For Karim is

He does not haunt the race- 
tracks. Gambling casinos and 
nightclubs have no magic charms 
lor him. He neither drinks al- 
tohol nor smokes. 


It was five years ago when 
Karim learned that his grand- 
father, the fabulous Aga Khan, 
had passed over his own two 
sons, Aly and Sadruddin, and 
named Karim as the forty-ninth 
Imam. The young man immedi- 
ately began to prepare himself 
for the heavy responsibilities with 
which he had been burdened. At 
Harvard University in the United 


Gtates he worked hard, passed — 


with honours in history and dis- 
played a fine strength of charac- 


’ 


Although his grandfather had 
left him close on $800,000,000 
he .did not even o wn. a car 
and went without many things 
that would have made life more 
comfortable! 


Karim also excelled at hockey 
and soccer, One of his best 
friends, with whom he roomed 
at college, was John Fell, son of 
Adlai Stevenson, U.S. representa- 
tive at the United Nations. 


Many people liked the direct, 
yet shy, manner of this tall 
youngster with light brown hair 
and hazel eyes — a legacy from 
his English mother, Joan Bar- 
bara Yarde-Buller. 

One of his official addresses 
today is his mother’s estate in 
London. 

When his parents were di- 
vorced in 1949, Karim was given 
into the custody of his father, 
the late Aly Khan, and was sent 
to ja prep school] in Switzerland, 
where he was known to the mast- 
ers as Mr. Khan and to his school- 
mates simply as K. 

He soon became an _ expert 
skier, and la& winter was a 
member of the British ski team. 

It was not until 1960 that the

the ground. He is dedicated to 
bettering his people’s position in 
in this world, while tending spe- 
cifically to their spiritual needs. 

Soap and water, medicine, 
beds, peace are the’ bases of his 
sermons — if sermons they are. 

Theologically, the Imam is not 
a god. But the blood of Moham- 
med the Prophet is believed to 
flow in his veins. For his people, 
that is enough. What pleases 
Imam, pleases God. 

"A smile from Karim of Hus- 
saini Shiah has the same depth 
of meaning to them as a draft 
of pure, clean water would have 
to a man dying of thirst. 

Yet the Ismailians ard not 
thirsty for religion. They ljve it 
daily, They pray often at pre- 
determined hours. And they are 
content in the belief that no harm 


If it does, then nothing could 
prevent it, anyway! 

Karim created the city of Kar- 
imabad, a few miles south of 
Karachi, It is a haven of peace 
and quiet for refugees from In- 
dia. And the people there love 
him. 

‘On his first visit in 1960, they 
pushed against his car, kissed the 
windows, wept, bowed to the 
ground and sought blessings from 
the great new Aga Khan. Karim 
accepted their devotion with a 
modest understanding and sym- 
pathy, writes Lee Miller in “Tit- 
Bits”. 

- Foremost in his mind is the 
need for education among his 
followers. They must grow to 
knowledge and better themselves 
through it. Much monéy given 
into the faith finds its way into 
the establishment of schools. 

Karim Aga Khan talks to them 
about education and urges per- 
sonal and community hygiene.

his power, carefully, as a father 
correcting a child. For instance, 
he has forbidden them to sleep 
on the floor of their small homes, 
where insects abound, and dust 
and dirt carry disease. 

Karim has set as his goal a 
home for every Ismailian family. 
His determination has already 
borne some fruit with the com- 
pletion. of several new housing 
estates. He has promised more. 


When the Aga Khan is visiting 


a town, there is dancing and ~ 


singing throughout the night and 
into the bright morning. The 
shops close and business comes 


to-a standstill. So he is soon 


forced to journey on. 
It is a lonely life. 


Indeed, the possessive attitude 
of his people leaves him no choice 
but to live outside an Ismailian 
nation. Otherwise, the land of his 
choice would boast of his pres- 
ence as a direct visitation from a 
deity!

None of the money from the 
weighing ceremony goes into the 
pockets of the Aga Khan. Al- 
though he exercises direct con- 
trol over its use, every penny is 
earmarked for hospitals, schools, 
housing developments and public 
utility services. 

The last weighing of Karim’s 
grandfather, which netted $9,- 
000,000, was used to build a 
modern hospital in Nairobi. 

Karim’s weight will also consti- 
tute a pound-for-pound value’ in 
education, medical treatment 
and electrical power for his peo- 
ple. 

Karim has displayed a talent 
for helping individuals as well, 
A little boy with tuberculosis, a 

irl whose legs are twistsed from 
pai and old man whose eye- 
sight is failing, are brought to 
him for blessing. 

He administers the ritual — 
then creates a fund for their 
proper treatment. 

Karim has a private fortune, 
which includes vast land hold- 
ings, investments and racing 
stables, and was given to him by 
his father and _ grandfather. 
These, plus his personable man- 
ner and good looks, make him 


a wonderful catch for any 
woman. 
“After all,” Karim admits, 


“what man doesn’t want to get 
married? And I am a man.” 

But he believes he has little to 

offer except duty and travel 
constant travel. 
When he does choose, his bride 
can be of any nationality, so long 
as sshe adopts the Ismailian 
faith. 

A wife could be of tremendous 
help to Karim in many ways. 
But doubtless her most important 
service would be to provide him 
with a son, to become one day, 
perhaps, the fiftieth Imam.

In Defense Of A 
Much-Slandered Man 


Munich is one of history’s dirt- 
iest words, and in the public mind 
a large part of the soilure has 
rubbed off on the reputation of 
the late Neville Chamberlain. He 
is the trembling old boy with the 
umbrella, the queasy prince of 
appeasement. But now a power- 
ful defense of Chamberlain is 
entered by no less a figure than 
Iain Macleod, 48, Conservative 
Party leader of the House of 
Commons, former Minister of 


Health and of Labor, former Col- 
onial Secretary, and widely re- 
garded as heir apparent to Prime 
Minister Harold Macmillan, The 
book, “Neville Chamberlain” by 
Iain Macleod is bound to stir up 


mined man who hated war and 
Hitler, who passionately désired 


peace and genuinely felt that he 


was acting for the peace of Eu- 
rope. And Macleod has great 
students of the situation on his 
side. Most eloquently, he :has 
Winston Churchill, whose .vale- 
dictory in the House of Commons 
for Chamberlain, after his death 
by cancer in 1940, is one of the 
most moving of all the Churchil- 
lian utterances. 


The major part of the book ex- 
hibits Chamberlain's. character 
through an account of his career, 
He was the son of the famous 
Birmingham industrialist and 
Liberal statesman Joseph Cham- 
berlain. Neville’s mother died 
when he was a child, but he grew 
up in a warm relationship with 
his older half-brother Austen, his 
sisters)\and a family teeming with 
cousins.’ All his life he found his 
chief pleasures in family affec- 
tion, music, and, in later days, 
fishing. A tremendous worker, 


“he became a great civic figure 


and public-minded Lord Mayor of 
Birmingham, devoted to its uni- 
versity, hospitals, orchestra, sav- 
ings banks, industrial relations, 
labor conditions, town planning. 
He did not marry until he was 
42, and his union with the much 
younger Anne Cole was idyllic, 
Chamberlain went on to great- 
ly admired national services as 
Minister of Health and Chancel- 


lor of the Exchequer; he was a | 


famously industrious and reliable 
servant of the state. As early as 
1934, in a nation swept with pa- 
cificst sentiments, he was ex- 
pressing his hatred of Nazism and 
eagerness for British rearma- 
ment, In 1936 he declared: “I am 
horrified by the German behavior 
to the Jews.” In 1937 he rose to 
the Prime Ministership, and Win- 
ston Churchill saluted his prev- 
ious efforts for rearmament. 

At length there was Munich 
(the full pact is quoted in the 
book). ‘Macleod observes that 
“Chamberlain must certainly 
bear the chief responsibility for 
the policy of appeasement.” But 
there was not much talk about 
appeasement until the world, as 
well as Neville Chamberlain, had 
been made to realize the black 
faithlessness and maniac ambi- 
tion of Adolf Hitler. It has gen-

had preceded the meeting. 

Unanimous in the opinion © that 
underground was to be preferred to 
overhead construction fromthe 
aesthetic point of view, the group also 
acknowledged that economics would 
dictate compromise. They agreed that 
the goal should be underground con- 
struction, but where this: was im- 
practical, every effort should be made 
to improve the appearance of over- 
head systems.

At the Ottawa symposium, @ six- 
man A.M.E.U. delegation presented a 
most comprehensive assessment of 
the distribution situation, indicating 
that they were a5 much concerned 
with aesthetic values as the next man, 
but that their decision must always 
reflect the will and the welfare of 
their customers. The utility group 
also revealed that, without fanfare 
or trumpets, 4 great deal more pro- 
gress had been made in underground 
distribution than was — generally 
realized. 

If the utilities have been able to 
impart an appreciation of the prob- 
lems associated with electrical dis- 
tribution to groups such as attended 
the Ottawa symposium, then much 
has been accomplished. Steady and 
continuing progress on the municipal 
front will do the rest. 

But the public is something else 
again. Having been awakened to the 
aesthetic advantages of underground 
wiring, the layman is beginning to 
clamor for something he knows little 
about. Additional costs, financing, 
rates and operating disadvantages 
are things he has not considered. 

A tremendous job of public rela- 
tions is involved here because @ pro- 
gram’ of this magnitude cannot be 
successfully undertaken without the 
understanding and support of, the 
people. They must be made familiar 


left to determine the rate of progress 
by their willingness to pay. 

And while the onus is on the 
utilities to design and install the im- 
proved distribution systems of the 
future, the task of public education 
must be shared by every organization 
which has a stake in the Canadiann 
community and 4 real desire to im- 
prove the municipal environment.

Home-Made Bombs 
A Menace in Britain 


“Courts are. having the im- 
mense problem again of dealing 
with violence in youngsters,” 
gravely announced the chairman 
of Middlesex Sessions, Mr. 
Ewen Montagu, Q.C., recently. 


He was jailing for four years 
an Enfield youth who had made 
-his own home-made bomb to 
blow up a car. 


“It was bad enough when it 
was iron bars and knives,” said 
Mr. Montagu. . 

“Now it is bombs!” 

The bomb which caused the 
grave warning was made by a 
twenty-year-old labourer who 
wanted to blow up his father- 
in-law’s car after his wife had 
walked out on him. 

With a short length of two- 
inch tubing filled with chemical, 
he completely destroyed the car, 
blew one mudguard a distance 
of twenty-five yards and broke 
windows in nearby houses... 

The bomb was made on the 
kitchen table from piping packed 
with weed-killer, sugar, and a 
solid Se to power model 


aircraft. 
Many choolboys have been 
maimed and killed in the mod- 


. ern craze to make bombs. This 


was spotlighted recently when 
a fourteen-year-old public school 
student died in Welwyn Garden 
City after the explosion of @ 
weed-killer bomb, and his friend 
was seriously hurt. 

Supt. George Dear, of Hertturd 
C.LD., told me: “All evidence 
shows this craze of making 
bombs is widespread. 

“Usually they are weed-killer 
bombs. But: in some cases boys 
are making ‘bottle bombs,’ and 
detonating them by catapault! 
“We appeal to parents to keep 
chemicals. which could be used 
as explosives out of children’s 
way. Parents who find any tins 
which might have been used to 
make an explosive mixture 
should phone the police at once 
“And, if they find any of these 
home-made bombs, tiey should 


’ place them in a bucket of send 


or earth, handle them as little 
as possible, and on mo account 
put them into water.” 

In Supt. Dear’s area, a tele- 
phone kiosk was wrecked by 
a bomb which a child had ob- 
viously made.

There are three reasons for 
this spate of dangerous idiocity. 

Schoolboys quickly learned 
the secret when a well-known 
juvenile publication gave the 
formula for a weed-killer bomb. 

Others gleaned the idea of & 
bottle-bomb from a TV _ pro- 
gram dealing with Sir Winston 
Churchill. Millions of viewers 
were shown how an anti-tank 
bomb can be made from an old 
bottle filled with petrol, and 
fused in a manner I. have no in- 
tention of repeating, writes 
Chauncey Jerome in “Tit-Bits.” 

Then, crooks. have discovered 
the inner weakness of the old 
Explosives Act — a law which 
has not been changed since 1875, 
when it was first put on the 
Statute Book. 

Even a few years after the 
Act becarne law, it was not 
enough to stop'a maniac blowing 
up a public convenience in the 
forecourt of New Scotland Yard 
itself! 

This was in 1883, at the height 
of an Irish bomb outbreak, and 
in panic our legislators rushed 
through the “Explosives Sub- 
stances Act,” which helped te 
bring in other dangerous sub- 
stances, such as picric, acid and

Police admit the old Act is 
full of difficulties. For instance, 
solicitors have managed to get 
an acquittal because a substance 
used in a home-made bomb 
could not be proved an explosive 
within the meaning of the Act. 

Other lawyers managed to 
get an accused man off through 
a loophole, which says that 


chemical experiments are e€x- 
empt! 

A group of Croydon schoul- 
boys recently discovered .this 
loophole, and began building 
themselves a monster “space 
rocket’ which. had it, been 
launched, might. have blow up 


a street of houses. 

Fortunately the police heard 
of the attempt in time. and raid- 
ed the rocket site. 


“We were only planning to 
do experiments!” the police 
were told. Then one of the boys 
admitted they were planning 
“scientific” experiments 
sending the rocket up with a 
camera to study the stars. 

“Right,” said the police’s legal 
advisers. “Now the boys can be 
warned they run the risk of ar- 
rest. 

“A scientific éxperiment, in 
law, is not the same thing as a 
chemical experiment!” 

So the rocket was dismantled, 
and the explosive washed down 
the drains. 

One man who knows a lot 
about the hazards of home-mude 
bombs is Mr. V. J. Chancey, of 
the Armament Research and De- 
velopment Establishment at 
Woolwich Arsenal. 

He is usually called in by 
Scotland Yard when famous 
people are threatened by do-it- 
yourself parce] bombs, and mys- 
terious infernal machines. 

“We have devised a remote- 
control apparatus for opening 
this sore of device,” he told me. 
“But we usually X-ray the par- 
ce] first.” 

An expert, with many years’ 
experience investigating explo- 
sions caused by “the big stuff”’— 
RDX, gelignite, and plastic ex- 
plosives such as Nobel 808 — ad- 
mitted to me: “The most dang- 
erous thing of all the home- 
-made explosive. We never know 
where we are with it. Yet often 
they manage to pack it into par- 
cel bombs.” 

Of all the dirty, dangerous and 
cowardly ways of bringing harm 
to your fellow man, the parcel 
bomb is the worst. 

In the past three years, Scot- 
land. Yard and regional C.LD. 
forces have investigated seven 
major attempts at murder by 
this method. 

One of the luckiest escapes 
was that of a Nottingham man. 
He opened the parce] and saw to 
his amazement a“jumble of can- 
isters of.chemical, He phoned the 
police, who discovered ’this parcel 
bomb was intended to be deton- 
ated with an ordinary mouse- 
trap. 

On opening it, the coil-spring 
of the trap was supposed to 


_gtrike a little mercury-fulminate 


detonator, which would then fire 
the main charge. The parcel had, 
however, been damaged in the 
post, fortunately without causing 
an explosion. The mouse-trap 
had been pushed out of align- 
ment, 

When Michael Sheldon, a Sus- 
sex detective-constable, received 
through the post a coffee-box 
bearing the words “Requiescat in 
Pace” (Rest in Peace), he thought 
it was just a practica] joke. 

The bomb went off with only 
a small explosion, which dazed 
the detective. But investigation 
showed that some screws had 
eome loose. Had it functioned 
correctly, it: could have been 
deadly. 

The Government should find 
time NOW to amend entirely the 
old Explosives Act of 1875, and 
the 1883 Explosive Substance Act. 

A new law ie needed to deal 
with twentieth-century amateur 
gangsters. © 

Bale of all chemicals such as 
sodium chlorate should be strict- 
W controlled. And there should 
be stern sentences, up to life im- 
prisonment, for people who steal 
or misuse Army and mining ex- 
plosives, or even chemicals such 
as the arnmmonium nitrate used to 
make them. 

Somehow, the idiot and crim- 
inal section of the public must 
be stopped from having easy ac- 
cess to saltpetre and other potas- 
sium nitrates which are so often 
used to fuse home-made bombs.
